The organization showed signs of 
weakness 
when the advisability

holding a presidential caucus for all 
the delegates 
was discussed. 
The

of organization had for its 
basis the avoiding of a general cau­ 
cus of the silver delegates by a meet­ 
ing of the chairmen of the delegations. 
It was expected that much wrangling 
could thus be avoided.

Mr. Sheehan called attention to the

Schem e 
Suggested to C orrect O ar 
In a c c u ra te L eap Years. 
The present year is, as is well known, 
a leap year, says London Echo, and ac­ 
cording to the Gregorian, 
correcting 
the Julian rule of the calendar, it will 
be the last leap year for eight years, or 
until the year 1904. 
The Gregorian 
rule, however, though a great improve­ 
ment on the Julian and assimilating on 
the average the length of the calendal 
year much more nearly to that of the 
true year, is not perfect. 
By it a leap 
year is dropped at the aid of three cen­ 
turies out of four, so that any year di­ 
visible by IOO without remainder is not 
a leap year unless it is also divisible by 
400; thus, 1900 will not be a leap year; 
2000 will and 2100 
will 
not. 
A 
more accurate rule would be to drop a 
leap year at the end Df each successive 
period of 128 years; md, in accordance 
with this, a French astronomer, 
M. 
Auric, points out that it would be pref- 
ferable to retain 190# as a leap year and 
drop one in 1920, which is a multiple 
(fifteen times) of 12$. But tinkering too 
frequently with established calendar 
rules is much to be deprecated; he sug­ 
gests, therefore, to abide by the Greg­ 
orian rule until the year 3200 and drop 
a leap year in that year and every suc­ 
ceeding multiple of 3200 
(6400, 9600, 
etc.), 
which 
would 
be 
leap 
years 
according to Gregorian rule. 
Strictly 
speaking, every interval of 128 years 
should contain 31 bissextile leap years, 
instead of the 32 which it would by the 
Julian rule, making every fourth year 
a leap year. Now, 25 times 128 amounts 
to 3,200, which number of years should 
therefore contain 25 fewer leap years 
than they would by the Julian rule; i. e., 
775 instead of 800. The Gregorian rule 
puts 97 leap years in 400 years (three 
fewer than the Julian), and therefore 
776 in 3,200 years, which is one too 
many. 
The suggestion, then, appears 
to be a good one, but it obviously will 
not be posisble for this generation (or 
many future generations) to decide up­ 
on its adoption. 
For the present we 
will condole with those who shall be 
born on the 29th of February next on 
their having no birthday 
for 
eight 
years, as there will be no other 29th of 
February until 1904, except in Russia, 
which still adheres to the Julian calen­ 
dar.

Various 
causes are assigned, such as the em­ 
ployment of electricity in various in­ 
dustries, the continual change of form 
of the earth’s surface by deforestation, 
drainage, etc., and the impurities In­ 
troduced into the atmosphere by the 
growing consumption of coal. 
Profes­ 
sor Von Bezold some time ago showed 
th a t-for Bavaria the fires due to light 
ning increased from a yearly average 
I of thirty-two in 1833 to 1843 to one hun­ 
dred and thirty-tw’o in 1880 to 1882; 
while the number of perrons struck by 
lightning and those killed rose from 
one hundred and thirty-four and seven­ 
ty-three respectively in 1855 
to 
one 
hundred and eighty-six and one hun­ 
dred and sixty-one in 1885. An inter­ 
esting fact noted is that persons gen- 
eraly struck perceive neither lightning

“Mr. President and gentlemen,” be-, 
gan Mr. Calkins, according to a story) 
in the Washington Evening Star, “I ani 
I to t an old man, and therefore the win­ 
ter I speak of is familiar to all of you— 
that of 1873.

The Massachusetts society began the 
cremation of bodies Jan. 4, 1894, and in 
th© first year eighty-seven bodies were 
thus disposed of, some of them having 
been held for cremation from the last 
months of the preceding year. 
This 
year eighty-five bodies have been cre­ 
mated—an actual increase in number 
over last year of about ten. Perhaps 
no more forcible argument has been 
made in favor of cremation as a mode of 
disposing of the bodies of the dead than 
the experience of the contractors who 
were engaged in the construction of the 
Bubway, who found it necessary to re­ 
move 200 or 300 bodies along the Boyl­ 
ston street mall, nnd bury most of them 
together in trenches. The members of 
the society point to this fact as one of 
the most striking illustrations of the 
advantages of cremation. The growth 
af cremation has been slow, but it has 
been sure. The first crematory in this 
country was erected by Dr. Julius 77e 
Moyne, in Washington, Pa., jn 1875.
